The Senecas formed the most power¬ 
ful tribe of the Iroquois nation, re¬ 
ferred to as the five nations.

The Tuscaroras having been driven 
from the Cherokee country, down 
south, moved north and made the 
sixth nation of the confederacy. It 
Is a notable fact that whereas the 
Senecas are never forgotten In the 
lore of this country, It Is hard to 
remember the names of ti e other 
live tribes of the Six Nations. 

At first the Senecas were unimpor¬ 
tant In the Indian nation, having 
but four villages.

watha, an Indian chief, conceived 
the plan of abolishing war by agree¬ 
ment and he spent his life preaching 
the horrors and uselessness of war. 
The result of his labor was the form 
Ing of a League of Nations, to pre 
vent war and this was the origin of 
the Five Nations, the most civilized 
of all the northern tribes of Indians. 
The Senecas came in last and with 
reservations. They, were the most 
western tribe and the agreement was 
that they were to defend the League. 
They were known In the Indian lan-1 
guage as Keeper of the Great Black 
Doorway, probably suggested by the 
original name of the Ohio River, 
then called Mingo River, or Black 
River. This gave the Senecas the 
advantage of recruiting all those 
young men of the Iroquois who had 
adeslie to follow the profession of 
war. And along about 1(156 when a 
great war broke out with the Efies 
who Inhabited a large portion of the 
Northwest Territory including all of 
West Virginia, the Senecas conquer¬ 
ed the Erles and took all of their 
territory, and adopted great numbers 
of the Erles.Into their tribe. The 
Erles as a trfbe became extinct. 
From having four villages, at least 
sixty-five of the Seneca towns can be 
named. The only one of those names 
that 1 recognize as being kept alive 
Is that of Tonawanda, a city In Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

It was about this time that the 
great war road was formed to mark 
the border between the reds and the 
palefaces and it ran from the St Law¬ 
rence River to the State of Georgia, 
and was garrisoned by Seneca towns 
at least as fsr south as West Vir¬ 
ginia. The town of Mingo, In Ran¬ 
dolph county, was one of these gar¬ 
rison towns. 

A perfect peace existed between 
the Senecas and the English people 
for more than a hundred years and 
It was under such circumstances that 
the English formed the thirteen colo¬ 
nies. It started with the agreement 
between the Five Nations and the 
Dutch of New York and It was well 
observed until the tide of Immigra¬ 
tion broke across the Alleghanles. 
making a cause for war that resulted 
In the Revolution and the Independ¬ 
ence of the people of the United 
States. In the Revolution, the Iro¬ 
quois adhered to the British cause, 
and they were the great sufferers 
from that conflict, as ever since they 
have been dependents upon the boun¬ 
ty of the Nation and of England. In 
Canada It was the Iroquois who 
Inspired the writings of James Fenl- 
more Cooper, who U the fairest his 
torlan that America has ever had, as 
to the virtues and character of the 
noble red man. 

There are more than a hundred 
ways of spelling Seneca, as shown by 
the written records of America. It 
Is probable that Cateeby's Sennagars 
Is about as good a reproduction of 
the spoken name at any of them, but 


tha existing government.
